Word  of  Wisdom 

Dear  Editor: 

I have  read  with  interest  your 
editorial  on  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom in  today’s  (Thursday’s)  is- 
sue. I see  that  your  objective 
was  to  encourage  people  to  look 
upon  the  long  list  of  things 
which  every  faithful  Latter-day 
Saint  ought  to  do  with  real  per- 
spective. There  is  a scale  of 
values,  it  is  true,  and  we  must 
not  fail  to  realize  that  some 
things  are  more  important  than 
others. 

However,  the  unfortunate 
thing  about  your  remarks  was 
that  you  (perhaps  unintentional- 
ly) belittled  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom. In  the  first  place,  it  was 
unwise  of  you  to  refer  to  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  as  a “Golden 
Calf,”  and  to  call  the  keeping  of 
its  principles  “paying  obei- 
sance.” 

Secondly,  it  was  incorrect  for 
you  to  state:  “Since  it  is  sin- 


ful to  drink  alcohol  . . .”  It 
is  not  a sin  to  drink  alcohol, 
it  is  merely  unwise. 

The  drinking  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages cam  however,  result  in 
one’s  committing  sin,  both 
against  himself  and  against  his 
neighbor,  inasmuch  as  alcohol 
anaesthetizes  judgment,  caution, 
and  consideration.  One  usually 
has  no  control  over  whether  he 
shall  or  shall  not  be  in  the  prox- 
imity of  one  who  has  a cold,  but 
one  certainly  can  refuse  to  im- 
bibe alcoholic  beverages. 

It  is  indeed  proper  to  counsel 
people  to  do  more  in  righteous- 
ness than  just  to  keep  the  Word 
of  Wisdom  to  the  letter,  but  in 
this  day  and  age  it  is  quite  a 
commendable  accomplishment  to 
be  a total  abstainer  from  tea, 
coffee,  tobacco,  and  alcoholic 
beverages.  Any  of  us,  having 
managed  this,  can  go  on  to  high- 
er and  higher  accomplishments, 
can’t  we?

I saw  Tom  Steinke  on  campus  yesterday.  Tom,  a former 
Little  All-American  on  the  BYU  1956-57  Skyline  champion 
basketball  team,  has  been  playing  AAU  ball  in  Denver.  In  the 
course  of  our  conversation,  reference  was  made  to  the  relatively 
easy  schedule  that  the  University  of  Utah  basketball  team  has 
for  next  year.  This,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  Utes,  who 
are  defending  Skyline  champs,  have  a strong  crop  of  returning 
lettermen  to  go  along  with  Frosh  star  Billy  McGill  and  Junior 
College  All-American  Allen  Holmes,  may  give  the  Utes  their 
strongest  team  during  the  brilliant  reign  of  Jack  Gardner. 

However,  Steinke  was  not  willing  to  concede  a thing 
to  Utah.  He  feels  that  their  easy  home  schedule  will  serve 
to  make  their  pre-season  record  fat  and  give  them  early  na- 
tional ratings,  but  will  make  it  tough  for  them  to  win  in 
the  conference  on  the  road  despite  their  abundant  talent. 

I asked  Tom  about  BYU  basketball  fortunes  next  year, 
suggesting  that  with  Thacker,  Nicoll  and  Madsen  graduating  and 
Skousen  going  on  a mission — leaving  only  Gary  Earnest  of  last 
year’s  starting  five — the  Cougars  would  be  weak.  Tom  said, 
“We’ll  have  to  get  some  transfer  students.”  Then,  as  an  after- 
thought, “That’s  what  we  are  working  on.”

BYU  would  have  successfully  de  • 
fended  their  Skyline  crown;  Van 
Noy  would  have  received  his 
scoreboard  and  BYU  would  still 
have  Van  Noy.

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Dorm  Recreation  Are 
Construction  Begins

Construction  began  Monday 
on  a new  recreation  area  north 
of  the  Helaman  Halls  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  accord- 
ing to  Israel  Heaton,  professor 
of  recreation. 

BYU  Engineer  Carr  Greer 
said  the  construction  was  being 
done  by  Okland  Construction 
Co.,  Salt  Lake  City,  low  bidder 
on  the  project.  Construction  cost 
will  be  $149,900,  he  said. 

THE  RECREATION  area,  the 
second  to  be  started  at  BYU  this 
year,  will  include  eight  lighted 
tennis  courts  and  a lighted  area 
that  can  be  used  as  four  softball 
diamonds  or  as  six  touch  foot- 
ball fields,  Dr.  Heaton  said. 

The  tennis  courts  should  be 
ready  by  late  fall,  he  said,  and 


the  whole  area  should  be  ready 
for  spring  play. 

In  addition  to  the  playing 
areas,  a residence  in  the  area 
will  be  remodeled  into  rest- 
rooms and  dressing  rooms.  The 
entire  area  will  be  fenced. 

ALSO  UNDER  construction  on 
campus  is  a recreation  area  east 
and  south  of  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

This  area  will  contain,  when 
completed,  10  new  tennis  courts, 
a pitch  and  putt  area  and  a fenc- 
ed and  netted  driving  area  for 
golfers,  an  outdoor  gymnastics 
area,  outdoor  basketball  and 
volleyball  courts,  horseshoe  pits 
and  two  softball  diamonds  that 
convert  into  a football  field. 

Except  for  the  new  tennis 
courts  the  entire  area  will  be 
lighted.  The  six  courts  already 
in  the  area  are  now  lighted, 
however.
